LONDON— (INS) — Forging to 
victory on the crest of an anti-so- 
cialist landslide, Prime Minister J. 
Ramsay MacDonald has won his 
dramatic battle for re-election to 
parliament from his old constitu- 
ency of Seaham harbor, Durham, 
for years a rock-ribbed labor strong- 
hold. 

It was a personal.triumph for the 
Premier probably unequalled in his 
long and colorful career as politician 
and statesman. Standing as na- 
tional coalition candidate, he risked 
his political prestige by challeng- 
ing the local labor machine which 
he himself organized and which 
turned against him when he retired 
as labor premier to head: the non- 
partisan cabinet in September. 

Wins Over Labor Candidate 

Premier MacDonald’s victory over 
William Coxon, Secretary of the 
Seaham Labor party. And George 
Lumley, communist candidate, was 
announced in London this after- 
noon as returns from all over Great 
Britain confirmed the overwhelming 
victory of the National government 
over socialist opposition. 

MacDonald polled 28,978. votes. to 
23,027 for .Coxon. . Lumley came 
away a poor third with 677 votes. 

Latest returns gave MacDonald 
and his followers a total of 386 
seats in the House of Commons as 
against only 30 for the opposition. 
But this government. total included 
330 conservative seats, virtually in- 
suring that Britain’s next govern- 
ment would be a Tory ministry in 
fact if not in name.

larly tariff, which the new govern- 
ment probably will proceed to put 
into effect without delay. 
Is America’s Best Customer 

Britain is one of America’s best 
customers, and any British protec- 
tive policy is bound to affect Amer- 
ican trade to considerable extent. 
That England and her colonies will 
now proceed to erect tariff barriers 
to protect home industries, and to 
stimulate trade within the empire 
no one here has any doubt. 


The full effect of such a policy 
cannot at this time be gauged, offi- 
cials said. It all depends upon the 
degree of protection which the new 
government considers necessary in 
the present turbulent economic 
conditions, and the manner of its 
application as applied to specified 
articles. 

It is anticipated, however, that 
the new British policy will em- 
brace, first, a general tariff against 
the world, and second, the institu- 
tion of a preferential tariff within 
the empire itself. Whereby Can- 
ada, Australia, New Zealand and 
other dominions will be able to 
trade with the mother country on 
a preferred status.

“ARE WE SLIPPING?” 


During the last week serious sick- 
ness in the family has prevented 
any attempt at writing for this col- 
umn but in the care of the sick 
one’s thoughts naturally turn to the 
question “Why is there so much 
sickness?” Why are we shrinking 
and becoming prematurely old, tired 
and worn out at 30 when we should 
be just beginning to grow up? 

In 1813 the standard height for 
admission to the army was 6 feet; 
in 1845 or 32 years later, the stand- 
ard was lowered to 5 feet 6 inches 
in order that we might include 
enough men to select from; in 1915 
or 70 years later, nearly all stan- 
dards had to be dropped to let in 
the little ones in order to make up 
an army. 

What is happening to us. when 
we have lost 6 inches or more in 
height in the last 70 years? In 1813 
we could mobilize an army of them 
and today you can walk for hours 
in our cities and not see 50 people 
who are 6 feet tall. In fact, many 
of us are under 5 feet in height, 
weak, baldheaded, toothless, and 
prematurely old before we have 
really matured. 

Unless one is in contact with the 
ailing, it-is impossible to realize the 
appalling state that exists today. A 
few more generations of careless 
living, cutting burning, dangerous 
medication. and other dangerous 
practices and robust health will be 
unknown. ~ 

This condition is to some extent 
realized and various avenues of 
thought and effort are being direct- 
ed toward an attempt to remedy 
this serious condition.

ginning to dawn on us that those 
who work inside, need the same ele- 
ments as those who work outside; 
but, in different proportions. The 
laboring man and the growing child 
need more of the energy building 
foods such as sugar, starches, and 
proteins than the man in the office, 
etc. The laboring man needs ener- 
gy to perform his work and the 
child needs energy to build its body. 
Men, women, children, regardless of 
age or occupation, are human be- 
ings and need the same elements 
for the functioning and repair of 
their bodies. Due to individual 
characteristics, age, occupation, 
hereditary liabilities and the indiv- 
iduals mental status, these various 
elements must of course be balanc- 
ed, or proportioned according to 
the body requirements in each case. 
This however is not a hard point to 
decide when one has the fundamen- 
tals of food balance explained to 
them. 

There are a great many books on 
dietetics. The trouble is that most 
of these books have been written by 
individuals who have not the thor- 
oughness which the subject calls 
for. There have been thousands of 
deaths in the hospitals and else- 
where simply because food has been 
measured out to patients at so many 
calories per; overlooking the fact 
that a calory is not a chemical ele- 
ment, but is, a definite amount of 
heat, or latent heat; overlooking the 
really important faetor of protein 
and mineral value of the food is- 
sued.

WELL BEATS MANY 
EXECUTED POORLY 


Simplified Offenses 
Main Goal of Most 
Grid Coaches

BOSTON—CN8) We often hear 
the comment at football games 
about the number and variety of 
plays that a team may be using. 
Fans ask why their pet team does 
not show more plays or new plays, 
or when they see a quarterback 
make a mistake they are apt to} 
jump to the conclusion that the 
quarterback has too many plays. 
Coaches, players and everyone con- 
nected with football differ as to the 
number of plays a team should 
have. 

Years ago and in the smaller 
schools today many coaches are 
found who think they are smart if 
they have numerous plays and var- 
ied formations that will dazzle their 
opponents, but most sound football 
thinkers agree that it is better to 
have too few plays than too many. 
of course, such a question, like 
any dispute in football, cannot be 
answered without reference to the 
type of player a coach may have. 

No general rule is possible. But 
most coaches will agree that two 
or three formations are all that 
any team need use and about all 
that they can learn well enough to 
play effectively. Out of each of 
these formations about 12 plays are 
all that are possible. 

Usually one of the formations 
will have much less than this num- 
ber of plays. In general, then, a 
team can easily get along on 30 to 
40 plays and have a well-rounded, 
varied offense that the boys can 
learn. 

No one can deny the gospel that 
it is better to know a few plays 
well than a lot of plays poorly. 
Even within this limit of 30 or 40 
plays, a coach is always trying to 
figure out ways to simplify the of- 
fense. 

Dr. Williams of Minnesota, in- 
ventor of the famous “Minnesota 
shift,” used to have more than a 
hundred plays which his men were 
required to master. Before a game 
he would tell his team that they 
were to use only certain plays in 
that game and no others. Many 
coaches tell their teams some plays 
that will be of no use against cer- 
tain teams and thereby cut down 
the offense somewhat each week, 
but as often they will invent a new 
special play for the same team and 
thus keep the same number of 


plays.. 
Rockne Had 100 

Some of the famous coaches of 
today follow the example of Dr. 
Williams. Knute Rockne at Notre 
Dame was said to have had over a 
hundred plays, possibly much more. 
These plays are mastered in spring 
practice and learned all summer so 
that the men have them down pat 
when fall practice begins. Then 
each week they are told to stress 
certain plays as best figured to gain 
against the defense used by that 
opponent. 

On the other hand, there are 
coaches who are said to go through 
the season with less than 20 plays. 
Stagg of Chicago has long been 
regarded as a coach who uses a 
very simple offense. Dobie at Cor- 
nell long used a few simple but 
powerful plays, and drilled on the 
details of these so thoroughly that 
he could tell his opponents just 
what his plays would be and still 
make them gain ground.

Last year, 33 counties were open 
to hunters for a period of five days, 
but a survey showed that some of 
the counties were short on birds, 
while still others, perhaps, should 
not have had an open season.

the season for hunting ringneck 
pheasants to two days, shows a 
conservative trend as well as a de- 
sire to protect birds where neces- 
sary.

Second Pitcher to Be 
Named for Honor in 
American Loop 


NEW YORK—(INS) — Robert 
Moses Grove, southpaw of the Ath- 
letics, was the mest valuable player 
in the American league during 1931. 
This was the verdict of eight writ- 
ers ,one from each league city. The 
poll was conducted by the baseball 


) writers’ association of America. 


Grove received a.total of 178 
points, of a possible 80. Lou Gehrig 
of the Yankees was second, with 59 
points. Al Simmons of the Athle- 
tics was third, with 51 points. 

The vote was conducted along 
the line as that long used in the 
National league. Each of the writ- 
ers voted for ten players in the 
order of comparative value to their 
respective clubs. Players placed 
first scored 10 points, second, nine 
points, and so on down the line, 
the tenth player listed being ac- 
corded one point. 

Grove rated first in value by six 
writers. He was ranked second by 
the other two. One of the writers 
chose Gehrig and the other Sim- 
mons. 

Grove is the second pitcher to 
be named for this honor in the 
American league. Walter Johnson 
was named in 1924, and also was 
named in the days of the Chalmers 
trophy award.

FEW PLAYS KNOWN 
WELL BEATS MANY 
EXECUTED POORLY 


Simplified Offenses 
Main Goal of Most 
Grid Coaches

BOSTON— CIS) We often hear 
the comment at football games 
about the number and variety of 
plays that a team may be using. 
Fans ask why their pet team does 
not show more plays or new plays, 
or when they see a quarterback 
make a mistake they are apt to) 
jump to the conclusion that the 
quarterback has too many plays. 
Coaches, players and everyone con- 
nected with football differ as to the 
number of plays a team 
have. 

Years ago and in the smaller 
schools today many coaches are 
found who think they are smart if 
they have numerous plays and var- 
ied formations that will dazzle their 
opponents, but most sound football 
thinkers agree that it is better to 
have too few plays than too many. 
of course, such a question, like 
any dispute in football, cannot be 
answered without reference to the 
type of player a coach may have. 

No general rule is possible. But 
most coaches will agree that two 
or three formations are all that 
any team need use and about all 
that they can learn well enough to 
play effectively. Out of each of 
these formations about 12 plays are 
all that are possible. 

Usually one of the formations 
will have much less than this num- 
ber of plays. In general, then, a 
team can easily get along on 30 to 
40 plays and have a well-rounded, 
varied offense that the boys can 
learn. 

No one can deny the gospel that 
it is better to know a few plays 
well than a lot of plays poorly. 
Even within this limit of 30 or 40 
plays, a coach is always trying to 
figure out ways to simplify the of- 


ense. 

Dr. Williams of Minnesota, in- 
ventor of the famous “Minnesota 
shift,” used to have more than a 
hundred plays which his men were 
required to master. Before a game 
he would tell his team that they 
were to use only certain plays in 
that game and no others. Many 
coaches tell their teams some plays 
that will be of no use against cer- 
tain teams and thereby cut down 
the offense somewhat each week, 
but as often they will invent a new 
special play for the same team and 
thus keep the same number of 


plays.. 
Rockne Had 100 

Some of the famous coaches of 
today follow the example of Dr. 
Williams. Knute Rockne at Notre 
Dame was said to have had over a 
hundred plays, possibly much more. 
These plays are mastered in spring 
practice and learned all summer so 
that the men have them down pat 
when fall practice begins. Then 
each week they are told to stress 
certain plays as best figured to gain 
against the defense used by that 
opponent. 

On the other hand, there are 
coaches who are said to go through 
the season with less than 20 plays. 
Stagg of Chicago has long been 
regarded as a coach who uses a 
very simple offense. Dobie at Cor- 
nell long used a few simple but 
powerful plays, and drilled on the 
details of these so thoroughly that 
he could tell his opponents just 
what his plays would be and still 
make them gain ground.

County infestigators said they

They said the words were in the 
handwriting of the accused “Tig- 
er woman.” 

Authorities also sought a diary 
said to have belonged to Miss Leroi. 
The Diary disappeared mysteriously 
the day after the bodies were found 


th| in trunks and a suitcase in Los Ang- 
; geles. 


Mentions Business Men 

Prominent business men whose 
Names were reported inscribed in 
the diary were said to have been 
offered pages of the book “for a 
consideration.” 

Phoenix police said they had re- 
ceived instructions from their coun- 
ty attorney, Lloyd Andrews, now in 
Los Angeles trying to extradite 
Mfs. Judd, “to say nothing.” 

Sheriff J. R. McFadden said: 
“Ruth could not have done this 
job alone, It was impossible for 
such a@ frail woman to lift those 
bodies around without aid.” 

Detective Chief E. C. Moore dis- 
agreed with McFadden and said: “It 
was a lone job. Small persons can 
do large things under the stress of 
excitement and hysteria. She kill- 
ed them both, cut up Miss Samuel- 
son’s body, prepared the trunks for 
shipment and thought she’d get 
away with it.” 

, Wealthy Rancher Is Suicide 

Chief Deputy County Attorney 
Harry Johnson denied there was any 
connection between the double 
trunk murders and the mysterious 
suicide Sunday of a wealthy Phoe- 
nix pioneer rancher. 

Florence and Evelyn Nace, nurs- 
es at the Grunow Memorial Clinic, 
where Mrs. Judd and Miss Leroi 
were employed, gave police an affi- 
davit. today stating Mrs. Judd did 
not attend a party at the Leroi-Sam- 
uelson home the Friday night on 
which the murders were believed to 
have occurred. They declared Mrs. 
Judd was not on friendly terms with 
the women she killed. 

O. V. Wilson, a celebrated south- 
western criminal attorney, Was re- 
ported considering “an offer from 
Los Angeles” to enter the case as 
an associate: defense counsel. His 
record, friends disclosed, included 
defense of 49 accused murderers of 
whom 45 were acquitted and 4 giv- 
en light sentences. 

F, C. McNabb, a veteran Phoenix 
attorney, also may enter the case as 
an associate defense counsel, accord- 
ing to reports.

them get a. startin life’ without 
giving them jobs in his own office. 

“The facts are. that. he has in- 
dulged in practices which are look- 
ed upon with contempt e-en in 
Washington, where transactions 
such as I have reviewed are com- 
mon.” 

Each senator, Cook pointed out, 
has at his disposal $10,320 for clerk 
hire in his office. This allowance 
was $8,590 prior to 1929, when it 
was increased, Brookhart approv- 
ing the increase. 

Notoriously Used 

“This fund,” Cook said, “is notor- 
iously used by many members of 
the senate to’ afford’ soft’ jobs for 
members of their own families and | 
for the purpose of putting on the 
federal payroll, others to whom 
senators feel obligations.” 

“It is openly charged in Wash- 
ington,” Cook declared at another 
point, “that many sena carry 
persons on their office payfoll at 
fictitious figures, to their own pér- 
sonal profit.” 


Cook declared his criticism of 
Brookhart was made “advisedly” 
and after careful personal investi- 
gation of the record; and stated he 
would be ready, if necessary, to de- 
fend himself against: a libel charge 
if Brookhart cared to bring one. 

Solon Employes Son 

Discussing employes in the Sen- 
ator’s office, Cook stated that John 
R. Brookhart went on the govern- 
ment payroll shortly after the sen- 
ator went to Washington. John 
was soon succeeded by Smith W. 
Jr., and he in turn was replaced by 
Florence Brookhart. Later, another 
son of the senator, Charles, appears 
on the payroll. 

Brookhart’s personal secretary, 
Roy H. Rankin, was transferred to 
the clerkship of a senate postof- 
fice investigating committee, Cook 
said, and Charles Brookhart suc- 
ceeded him for a short period, “but 
did little actual work in Brookhart’s 
office.” 

Fellowing Charles Brookhart was 
Madeline M. Winn, who, Cook said,

Then Cook comments: 

“Either, Senator Brookhart, you 
were delibertately giving away at 
least $2,000 a year of the taxpay- 
ers’ money to this young woman, or 
their is another explanation.” 

It was at this juncture that he 
referred to the “chargé” ’that “many 
senators carry persons on their. of- 
fice payroll at fictitious figures to 
their own personal profit.” 

Expense Items Touched Upon 

Cook also referred to an expense 
item of six dollars, collected by Sen- 
ator Brookhart for attendance at 
the funeral of James W2..:Good, 
of Cedar Rapids, secertary of war, 
who died in 1929. 

The senator, he said, “presum- 
ably was within his legal rights 
when he collected this six dollars, 
just as he was within his. legal 
rights when he put three sons and 
a daughter on his office payroll.” 

“However,” he concluded. “I am 
going to refer the matter to the peo- 
ple of Iowa for their comment and 
attention. 

“It may be that the senator will 
discover that things may he both 
perfectly legal and perfectly repre- 

hensible.”
